Rehabilitating the World 


The Supreme Council of the League 


of Nations is making substantial pro- 
gress with the difficult task entrusted 
to it of disentangling the complex ra- 
ces which for so long have been held 
subject to the Sultan under the tyr- 
anny of the despotic and murderous 


Turks, Europe and Asia present 
many international, racial and relig- 
ious problems, but none quite so dif- 
ficult of solution as that of the old 


Turkish empire, It is easy to criticize, 


Great Britain and France because of 
the decision to leave the Turks in 
Constantinople, but it is not so easy 
to outline an alternative policy likely 
to prove successful and not provoke 
a still more serious situation, and one 
that might have far-reaching results 
of a disastrous character. However, 
the power of the Turk is destroyed, 
and an end is in sight to the long 
chapter of Ottoman misrule, rapine 
and murder, 

Having been rescued from the dom- 
ination of the Turks by the victorious 
British armies, Palestine and Mesopo- 
tamia have been entrusted to Great 
Britain to be administered under a 
mandate from the League of Nations, 
and a national home for the Jews is 
being established under the protection 
of the Union Jack. France is given a 
mandate for the administration of Sy- 
ria, and the United States has been 
asked to accept the mandate for op- 
pressed and downtreggen >) Armenia. 
Thus to the three most powerful of 
the allied nations, those enjoying the 
most democratic forms of govern- 
ment, and actuated by the loftiest 
ideals, is given the humane and ciy- 
ilizing work of bringing a new era of | 
happinezs and prosperity to millions | 


of people who for centuries have been} 
little more than slaves, with life and} 
property in hourly danger of extinc- 
tion by the unspeakable Turk. 


\ 


In this column last weck reference 
was made to the gigantic financial 
problems which must be solved by the 
people of Canada, and it is possible 
that before this appears in print the 
budget will have been presented at 
Ottawa and the policy of the Govern- 
ment indicated as to how the national 
obligations are to be met. It is in- 
evitable that there must be a further 
increase in taxation, and Canadians 
must be prepared for it. But grave 
as our position in Canada may be, 
and heavy the burdens to be borne, 
they are slight in comparison to those 
of other lands and peoples. 

The German budget was recently 
presented to the Reichstag. The fin-| 
ancial burden which the people of | 
Germany must meet in some form or} 
another this year reaches the stupen-} 
dous total of 52,500,000,000 marks, or, 
roughly speaking, $13,000,000,000, or 
more than four times the gross nation- 
al debt of Canada. Dr. Wirth, the} 
German Finance Minister, frankly ad- 
mits he is at a loss to know how the

Italy is’ carrying an enormous debt. 
It was heavy before the war, and has 
been increased many times over, The 
government and people are mecting 
it courageously, and a loan of 20,000,- 
000,000 lire has just been raised by the 
Italian people. 

France, too, has recently floated a 
loan among its own people of 15,000,- 
000,000 francs, or an amount equal to 
the national debt of Canada. The 
French parliament is now engaged in 
passing measures which will enorm- 
ously increase the taxation imposed 
on the French people. 

With a national debt of approxim- 
ately $40,000,000,000, Great Britain has 
started on the great task Of paying 
it off. No further borrowings will 
be made, but taxation is being sub- 
stantially increased. This year Brit- 
ish revenue is estimated at $7,000,000- 
000, or more than double our national 
debt. This great revenue will provide 
for a reduction in the British national 
|debt of at least $1,000,000,000, while in 
1921 it is estimated that a further re- 
duction of $1,500,000,000 will be made. 


Canada has not yet made a start 
at debt reduction; on the contrary 
|the debt is still increasing, This must 
|stop, and the work of liquidation of 
jthe national debt begun. It can only 
|be accomplished by this. Dominion 


|tries—curtailing expenditures where- 
ever possible and increasing revenues 
The people 
‘must be prepared for this and must 
accept it without any complaint. 
|There is no other way out. The lon- 
jger the debt is allowed to stand, the 
|heavier the burden will become. Peo- 
ple realize this in their individual af- 
fairs; they must appreciate the fact 
lthat it is equally true in their nation- 
lal business, 

| Notwithstanding the wholesale des- 
truction of the last five years, and the 
enormous burdens of debt and taxa- 
|tion which must now be borne, the 
world is still the gainer; because the 
;Great War was the operation where- 
|by the cancer of militarism and the 
ever-increasing burden of military and 
}naval armaments was cut out of the 
world’s body. The cost of the oper- 
ation must now be paid for, but the 
lcure affected will give renewed life 
and vigor to the world, and, by reliev- 
ling it of an intolerable burden, will 
ultimately add to its prosperity and 
the comfort and happiness of all peo- 
ple.

World Needs A Country That i¢*Prt- 
pared to Testify to its Faith 
In the League of Nations 

Even after the United States had 
declared war on Germany there was 
a tendency on the part of the United 
States navy department—if Admiral 
Sims is to be believed—to allow anti- 
British sentiment to embarrass the 
close co-operation that the situation 
demanded, It is clear, however, that 
the professional rivalries of a few 
elderly men can no more estrange the 
two great English-speaking nations 
than can the antipathies of Irish- 
American and German-American pol- 
itics, if the mass of the citizens in 
each country is determined that mut- 
ual good-will must be the basis of 
their international relations, What 
the world needs badly at the present 
moment is a country that is prepared 
to testify to its faith in the League 
of Nations by some overt act involy- 
ing the reduction of its ability to 
strike at its political enemies, No na- 
tion is in a better position to do this 
than Great Britain, and no nation can 
better apply the money so saved to 
constructive, as opposed to destruct- 
ive, effort. A comparatively large ar- 
my we must have for many years to 
come, if we are to perform our in- 
ternational obligations and compel 
our beaten enemies to live up to 
theirs. Great fleets we do not now 
need any more than the United States 
needs them, and, unlike the United 
States, we cannot afford them, The 
proud traditions of the navy can well 
be preserved by strict attention to 
quality rather than to quantity. A 
great war between any powers, espec- 
ially between Great Britain and the 
United States—is out of the question 
for another twenty years, By that 
time the Armadas of today will all 
be ready for the scrap-heap. What a 
pity, then, to waste the money,—The 
Irish Times.,

Estimated at 50,250,000 Tons From 
1920 Crop 

According to cable advices from 
London, the commissioner on wheat 
supplies estimates the yield from Can- 
ada, Australia, New Zealand the Unit- 
ed States, Argentina, Algeria, Ruman- 
ia and India, will be 50,250,000 tons.

Must Have Air ‘‘ Harbors” 


Before Commercial Aviation ip Can- 
ada Can Progress 

There can be little hope for pro- 
gress in commercial aviation in 
ada-until the municipal or other gov- 
ernments start constructing ‘harbors’ 
for aeroplanes, with landing places 
and airdromes. This was the state- 
ment made by Lieut.-Col. W. G. Bar- 
ker, V.C,, D.S.O., M.C., ete, at the 
annual mecting of the Montreal 
Branch of the Aerial League of the 
British Empire, which was held in the 
ball room of the Ritz-Carlton, in the 
course of an address on aeronautical 
topics 

In his address Lt.-Col. Barker, V. 
C., gave a sketch of the amazing 
growth of aviation during the war, 
from the days when airplanes had a 
speed of only sixty miles an hour, and 
a very limited time capacity for fly- 
ing, with armaments running from ri- 
fles to revolvers, ’ 

From these beginnings, he said, the 
flying corps had developed machines 
capable of 130 miles an hour with a 
flying range of many hundreds of 


miles, and armaments of machine]: 


guns and bombs that made them so 
formidable war weapons. 

“So greatly had the British airplane 
service developed,” eaid Lt.-Col. Bar- 
ker, “that if the war had lasted a 
few months longer the people of Ber- 
lin would have had a taste of the same 
aerial bombing warfare they had so 
ruthlessly carried) on against British 
and French cities, They knew this, 
and it is altogether probable that this 
knowledge was a great influence in 
compelling the Germans to ask for the 
armistice that ended the war.” 

As’a result of the war experience 
Lt.-Col. Barker said that an air con- 
vention had been held at Paris, when 
rules for air service had been laid 
down, and adopted by most Europ- 
ean countries, and by Canada. The 
United States had not joined this con- 
vention, and as a result had no air 
rules. If such rules had been in force 
he felt certain that the recent disast- 
er at Newark would have been avoid- 
ed. He also welcomed the news that 
Canada was’ to have a military air 
force, which would utilize the services 
of the thousands of returned Canad- 
ian aviators, and prevent the loss to 
the Dominion of their invaluable ex- 
perience, 

Lt. Col. Barker pointed out especial- 
ly the value of the air service in keep- 
ing up communications and carrying 
mails, and said that the recent great 
railway strike in England had largely 
been defeated by the mobilization of 
the Royal Air Force, 

The trouble in Canada was that 
they had air regulations without air 
machines, but he hoped to see devel- 
opment along military, commercial 
and industrial lines, if only a supply 
of “harbors” for airplanes could be 
established, It was the lack of such 
accommodation, he gaid, that put 
Montreal behind other large Canad- 
ian cities in aerial development.

Recently Dr, John A, Allan, profes- 
for of geology of the University of 
Alberta, accompanied by J. O. Wil- 
liams of Soda Deposits, Ltd., which 
has ite head office st Fusilier, Sask., 
visited the immense deposit of Claub-. 
er Salts in this district to prepare a 
report for the public utilities of com- 
mission of Alberta, as to the advisa- 
bility of opening up these deposits on 
a commercial scale. It is estimated 
that the field comprises some 50 acres. 

Dr. Allan is not prepared to make 
any detailed statements other than 
the nature and quality of the deposit 
would warrant development. The de- 
posit is of particular interest, as it 
opens up the possibilities of not only 
Glauber salts, but also other soluble 
salts, including potash and magnesia 
at this or other points. Dr. Allan 
expects to.be working in western 
Saskatchewan and would give any as-

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Agricultural Schools 


Aid in Solving the 
Rural Problem 


Half a century ago the educational 
needs of our rural people were almost

ture. We are now past the pioneer 
period and are striving for larger re- 
turns from labor, and a fuller, more 
contented rural life for our families. 
To secure larger returns it is neces- 
sary that we learn how to farm pro- 
perly; to acquire the fuller life in the 
country we must know our duties to- 
ward our fellow men. The growing 
and husbanding of crops is important, 
but a broad culturé for every man, 
woman and child is more so if life 
and labor in rural communities is to 
be remunerative and otherwise at- 
tractive. 

The Canadian rural problem is very 
largely a question of agricultural pro- 
duction, To bring about better liv- 
ing conditions we must revise our 
methods of agriculture. Soil exploita- 
tion must be superseded by scientific 
tillage based on known principles ; the 
fertility of our fields must be main- 
tained, and depleted soils must be 
built up. In short, our youth must be 
schooled in the science and art of far- 
ming. Scientific agriculture is a par- 
tial solution only; we must go farther, 
Our rural people are not living to 
themselves alone, as in pioneer days, 
It is now our duty to understand our 
social problems, which are many, and 
these must be solved in order that 
country life will attract and hold an 
adequate population. ee 

To bring about the betterment of 
rural conditions necessitates the pre- 
paration of leaders who must be train- 
ed, in theory and prattice, for their 
work in rural communities, These 
leaders must know conditions as they 
actually exist; and who are better able 
to grasp the situation than the sons 
and daughters of the farm? These 
men and women, when given the ad- 
vantages of an education, will accom- 
plish this purpose. But here is our 
difficulty; our colleges and universi- 
ties are closed to these people who 
have not had the required preparatory 
education. Their elementary school- 
ing is deficient. They know nothing 
of high school subjects and they have 
not complied with the entrance re- 
quirements to higher institutions of 
learning. In many cases the most ca- 
pable of the young people have al- 
ready reached maturity, and cannot 
be expected to go through the years 
of preliminary training necessary to 
fit them for a college course. Some 
other scheme of training is required. 

The educational system of Denmark 
the land of enlightened farmers, has 
made a strong appeal to Canadians, 
This system has lifted the peasantry 
to a prominent place in the national 


life; it has shaped the agricultural 
policy of the people, and has raised 
Denmark to an exalted position am- 
ong the producing nationsof Europe. 
The principles which have contributed 
to the agricultural prosperity in that 
country are worthy of our emulation. 

The local agricultural schools of 
Denmark, numbering 23 regular and 
three special institutions, as well as 
a dozen schools of household econ- 
omy, have sprung from the folk high 
schools. With their contiguous ex- 
perimental farms they form a system 
of rural educational centres complete 
enough to furnish a broad general cul- 
ture, properly balanced with the prac- 
tical and technical, Students from 19 
to 35 years of age, whose preliminary 
training is equal and whose interests 
are similar, attend and study for the 
pleasure of learning what will fit them 
for their life work. These young 
folks become self reliant and well de- 
veloped mentally and physically. The 
dormitory plan of student life gives 
them the assurance and poise neces- 
sary for leadership, while’ the gym- 
nastics and farm practice maintain 


physical vigor, The product of these 
institutions is their best recommenda- 
tion. 

On his return from a recent trip 
from Europe Dr. J. W. Robertson ex- 
pressed himself strongly in favor of 
a system of education for the farm- 
ing people of Canada such as is fol- 
lowed in Denmark. The young men 
and women of Canada’s rural dis- 
tricts need the training procurable 
through a term or two in an agricul- 
tural school where similar interests 
and a common endeavour, are spur- 
ring the whole student body on to 
higher achievement. The dormitory 
life enhances their ambitions, weans 
them from the petty non-essentials of 
life, and through. the exchange of 
ideas among this consolidated group 
of students in a wholesome environ- 
ment, cach one learns to consider the 
views of the other. It is not advocat- 
ed that we accept the Danish system 
literally, but we can with profit adopt 
her principles of education and build 
up, on a similar foundation, a super- 
structure which will meet the needs 
of our rural communities. 

In addition to local agrucultural 
schools providing instruction in the 
fundamental principles of agriculture, 
they will relieve the congestion at 
present experienced in some of the 
agricultural colleges where the enrol- 
ment of the first two years is taxing 
both the staff and the accommodation. 
The work covered being similar to 
the two years’ course at the colleges, 
these schools should act as prepara- 
tory schools for those students who 
desire to go further and specialize in 
the various branches of agricultural 
science.—The Agricultural Gazette.

In Saskatchewan 


Encouraging the Formation of Farm 
Flocks by Government 
Assistance 

“Saskatchewan has not yet one- 
tenth as many sheep as we should 
have in the province,” said J, G. Rob- 
ertson, livestock commissioner for 
Saskatchewan, in speaking of the 
sheep breeding situation, However, 
breeders and farmers in general are 
agreed that the sheep industry of the 
province is in a thrifty condition and 
that satisfactory profits can be made 
from the keeping of sheep 

Until the ‘last four or five years the 
sheep breeding was confined almost 
entirely to the southwestern portion 
of the province, where they were 
maintained on large ranches. In re- 
cent years there has been a marked 
increase in the numbers of sheep be- 
ing kept in small flocks upon farms. 
This addition is not confined to one 
part of the province, but flocks are 
being started from the north to the 
south, and a striking proof of how be- 
neficial this increase in the number of 
farm flocks has been to the purebred 
sheep “‘Drrsiness was shown at the 
sheep salcs last fall, when large num- 
bers of purebred rams were sold at 
very satisfactory prices to farmers 
throughout the province who desired 
to secure flock headers for their small 
flocks. If present prices continue 
there is bound to be a strong and 
steady -demand for high-class, pure- 
bred animals for many years to come. 
The factors which have retarded the 


increase of the sheep in this province | 


in the ‘past were unsatisfactory mar- 
ket prices and the cost of wire fences. 


Considerable Area 
To be Sown to Oats 


Alberta Farmers Sowing More Oats 
And Barley Owing to 
Late Spring 

Eight hundred thousand bushels of 
seed oats had been supplied up to 
April 23rd, and the demand was still 
strong, according to an official of the 
seed grain department at Calgary. 
Owing to seeding having been much 
delayed this spring, a considerably 
greater area will be sown to oats and 
barley than would have otherwise 
been the case. Seed oats of an ex- 
cellent quality, germinating between 
85 and 96 percent, grown in northern 
Alberta, are available in large quanti- 
ties, and there seems to be little dan- 
ger of the supply being insufficient 
for the needs of the farmers. 


Grain Dust Explosion 


U. S. Department of AgricUlture Gave 
Practical Demonstration 
Of Danger 

The United States) Department of 
Agriculture recently. gave a very prac- 
fical demonstratién- of the danger of 
grain-dust explosions in impropcrly 
operated elevators. A miniature 
sheet iron building was used for the 
demonstration, 
first placed in the tiny structure and, 
a tablespoonful of powder, gathered 
in a grain handling plant, was then 
blown into the model building with 
a pair of bellows. The result was an 
explosion of considerable force. The 
authorities point out that cleanliness 
and installation of efficient ventilation 
apparatus will reduce the peril of the 
grain-dust explosions, 


New Dairying Record 


Canada’s Total Production for Year 
Is $250,000,000 

Canada established a new record in 
dairying last year, according to stat- 
istics published by the department of 
conservation today. The Dominion’s 
total dairy products were worth ap- 
proximately $250,000,000 and of this 
amount $65,000,000 was received for 
export trade, 

In 1910 the total value was less than 
$100,000,000, and the export trade was 
$24,000,000, in increase in nine years 
of over 150 percent. In all branches

The Farmer’s 
Best Friends 


Value and Importance to Agriculture 
Of Bird Life — 

One of the outstanding addresses 
at the recent Ontario Education As- 
sociation meeting, was that by Mr, 
Jock Miner on “The Ways and In- 
telligence of Our Birds.” Mr, Miner is 
a well known naturalist, and as foun: 
der of Point Peelee Bird Sanctuary, 
is in a position to talk authoritatively 
on his chosen subject. 

It is extremely doubtful if we have 
begun to realize the importance and 
value of birds. They have been des- 
cribed as the best friends of the far- 
mer, and certainly they well deserve 
the name, A’ man does not require 
to have much experience in farm life 
to know that he must fight all sorts 
and conditions of insect pests at all 
times and at all seasons. Much good 
can be done by spraying and by oth- 
er artificial means of combating in- 


cy for their extermination are the 
feathered friends of the farmer, 
Through long months of the year 


from early morning till late at night 
they busy themselves exterminating 
the pests which seek to destroy’ the 
farmer’s crops. Surely the least we 
can do in return is to give them a 
sanctuary, or if that is not possible, 
then to look upon them as friends 
and good neighbors rather than as 
enemies to be destroyed. In many 
cases the shooting of birds is due to 
thoughlessness., But it is a poor 
sport to kill these innocent creatures, 
and, more than that, their destruction 
is a direct injury to the farmer. If 
our birds failed to appear for a sin- 
gle season we should face starvation, 


Farm Butter Making 


The Creamery System Should Be 


Practiced More Generally 


Methods used in buttermaking at 
experimental stations and in cream- 
eries are too valuable not to be used 
more generally on the farms. 

Considering the large quantity of 
butter made on the farms, it would 
means a great saving if the creamery 
system should be practiced more gen- 
erally. To obtain practically all the 
cream from the milk and have it in 
the best condition requires the use 
of a cream separator. Cream should 
be kept as cold as possible until the 
time for ripening (12 hours before 
churning) when it should be warmed 
to from 65 to 75 degrees Fahrenheit 
and held at that temperature until it 
pehickens and has a mild acid flavor. 

When cream has ripened at the 
(uove temperature it should be cooled 
{quickly to churning temperature. 
This temperature depends upon the 
season of the year and other factors, 
but it is usually from 52 to 60 degrees 
Fahrenheit in the summer and from 
58 to 66 degrees Fahrenheit in the 
winter. When cream is properly 
prepared it usually requires from 30 
}to 40 minutes to churn it at the right 
‘temperature, There is no short cut 
in churning and undesirable results 
may be expected when such is under- 
taken. The churn should be stopped 
when the butter granules are the size 
of grains of wheat. While in the 
granular condition, butter should be 
washed with pure water about the 
same temperature as the buttermilk. 
The buttermilk should be washed out 
not worked out. Salt should be ad- 
ded at the rate of three-fourths of an 
ounce to the pound of butter. The 
butter should be carefully worked un- 
til the salt is evenly distributed, and 
a solid, smooth body is formed. To 
overwork it produces a salvy body 
with greasy appearance and injures 
the keeping qualities, Butter that is 
to be marketed should be in prints, 
wrapped in parchment paper, and en- 
closed in paraffined cartons, 


Pickling Butter 

Small quantities ~of butter 
stored very satisfactorily by placing 
two-pound squares wrapped in parch- 
ment paper into a solution of salt, A 
twenty percent solution prepared by 
adding two pounds of salt to cach 
gallon of water was satisfactory for 
use, The butter was placed in stone 
jars, weighted down, and the solution 
then added, Fresh butter of good 
{quality pickled in this manner and 
!stored at 50 deg. F. remained in good

Some Etiquette For Guidance of the

So long as passengers desire to 
have their-clothes brushed with a 
whisk, the space in the passageway 
at cither end of the car is the only 
proper place for this practice to oc- 
cur, The sleeping car company’s in- 
structions to the porters require them 
to ask passengers to go to the aisle 
at the end of the car if desiring to 
be brushed. Porters are merely hum- 
an, therefore differ in their obedience 
Every traveller can assist 
in the observance of this rule (which 
was made for the general good) and 
prevent annoyances to other passen- 
gers, If the public want the brush- 
ing practice to cease altogether, the 
remedy is in their possession.

The motor bogey for farm work has 
been demonstrated to be a myth. 

A few days ago I attendéd a sale 
at a 640 acre farm, which the owner 
has rented and is leaving. He had 
been using trucks and tractors, I 
|thought that he had.a “horseless” 
farm and mentioned it to him. He 
declared “there is no such thing as 
a horseless farm and never will be. 
I use a tractor, trucks and automo- 
biles, but theyedo only a small portion 
of the work. There will never be a 
time when successful farming can be 
carried on without horses,” At the 
sale he sold 19 horses and 19 mules 
with which he had been farming. His 
trucks and tractors were mere side is- 
sues, His work geldings brought $225 
to $265 each and his mules from $100 
for short yearlings to $247 for work 
|mules, 

There was a sale of horses at Pull- 
man, Wash., a short time ago, and 
the average price on 51 head was $445. 
Last week at a farm sale in Idaho 
county work horses brought $325 to 
$415 each. Buyers from Canada re- 
cently shipped several carloads of un- 
broken range horses picked up in Id- 
jaho, for which they paid an average of 
$110 per head. Last year they could 
{not have been sold for $30 per head. 

Farmers and horsemen are becom- 
ing-atarmed over conditions and see 
a serious shortage of work horses in 
the next few years due to the failure 
to breed mares during the past three 
years. Today there is a greater de- 
mand for good stallions and jacks 
than there has been for five years, 
and a united effort is to be made to 
replace the diminishing stock of work 
horses. The fear of the tractor and 
truck have been dispelled and people 
jare again turning to the horse. 

A certain lumber company a few 
years ago sold the horses used in the 
{lumber yards and logging camps and 
replaced them with trucks and don- 
key engings. For several months the 
company has been buying work hors- 
‘es to replace the tractors and trucks,

Canned Whitefish 
For Alberta 


A Cannery Will Soon be in Operation 
On the Shores of Lake 
Athabasca 

Canned whitefish from Lake Atha- 
basca, in Northern Alberta, will like- 
ly be the next new idea in Alberta 
food products, Arrangements are un- 
der way for opening up the cannery 
on the far northern water, which is 
to form a part of the operations of 
the Mackenzie Basin Fisheries com- 
pany. This concern was incorporated 
last year to take over.the fishing in- 
terests of R. W. Jones on Lesser 
Slave Lake, The capital stock has 
been increased from $100,000 to $200,- 
000, the intention being to prosecute 
the northern fisheries on an extens- 
ive scale, as well as Lake Athabasca, 

A cannery site has been secured on 
Lake Athibasca, and some of the new 
capital is to be used in getting a plant 
ready for operation at as early a date 
as may be found possible, ‘The re- 
moteness of the northern fishing 
grounds and the lack of transporta- 
tion facilities at the present time, are 
reasons for the company’s decision 
to establish a cannery, tinned fish be- 
ing more easily taken to market under 
existing conditions,
